SUGGESTIONS  FOR  VIGOROUS  VINES  AND  LAR| 

Select  a  sunny,  wind-sheltered  situation. 

Dig  out  a  trench  about  1  foot  wide  and  1  to  2  feet  deef 

Mix  a  sack  of  cow  manure  with  the  soil  as  you  refill 

In  the  top  half  of  the  trench  mix  with  the  soil,  as  yoi 
bell's  Sweet  Pea  Food  at  the  rate  of  1  lb.  to  3  feet  of 

Soak  the  trench  thoroughly.  After  two  or  three  days,  cultivate" 
may  plant  at  once,  although  additional  soakings  and  surface-cultivc? 
beneficial  before  planting. 

Plant  the  seeds  about  1  Vi  inches  deep  and  1  to  2  inches  apart,  allowing  an  ounce 
of  seed  for  30  feet  of  row.  Inoculation  of  the  seeds  with  Nitragin  bacterial  cul¬ 
ture  before  planting  is  an  indirect  fertilization  well  worth  while. 


7.  Avoid  soaking  the  seeds.  DO  NOT  water  until  the  sprouts  are  up;  then  irri¬ 
gate.  A  mulch  of  German  Peat  Moss  is  useful  in  preventing  the  surface  from 
drying  out.
